London, Oct. 24.—The sailing of the chan- 

‘nel squadron today for Gibraltar is now 
regarded by keenest observers as an indica- 
tion that some unexpected attack upon Brit- 
ish interests is possible. The magnitude of 
the preparations for war, which are out of 
all proportion to the requirements of the 
military situation, can only be adequately 
explained on the theory that the govern- 
ment has suspected that some great power 
would be tempted to seize the opportunity 
for striking a sudden blow or carrying out a 
deeply cherished policy. 
The quarter from which an attack of this 
kind may come is unmistakable. The Rus- 
sian press has been licensed to criticise 
English policy in south Africa in a mast 
acrid way, and the rumor that Herat may 
be occupied is already in the air. | 

British commercial interests in Persia are | 
so large that a Russian seizure of a com- 
manding position in western Afghanistan 
would be a serious stroke, aimed directly 
against free trade. 

That seems a more likely menace than the 
forcing of the Dardanelles by. the Russian 
Black Sea fleet. 

The movement of a powerful French fleet 
to the Levant coincides with the rumor 
that a Russian advance may be resumed 
in Asia while England is preoccupied with 
the war in south Africa. 


Secret Agreement with Germany. 

It also fits in with the explanation of the 
secret agreement between England and Ger- 
many, already referred to in previous dis- 
patches., This was that England in return 
for a free hand in south Africa in settling 
the Transvaal question had agreed not to 
make any hostile use of her fleet if the Ger- 
man Emperor were to decide to follow up 
his visit to Jerusalem, with a serious attempt 
to colonize any portion of Asia Minor and 
bring it under German influence. 
A prominent diplomatist, consulted yes- 
terday, remarked that the nature of the 
Anglo-German agreement was the closest 
secret in European diplomacy, but that this 
was the most reasonable explanation which 
he had ever heard. Denials may be expected 
as a matter of course, but I do not hesitate 
to repeat on high authority that the British 
navy will not be used against Germany in 
the Levant, and that this is the ret un- 
derstanding which has released England 
from all risk of intervention south 
Africa. 


| No Fear of Germany. 

It is certain Germany is not the quarter 
from which England has suspected that some 
sudden attack might be made, and conse- 
quently. tions for war have been 
ordered ane: larger scale than the campaign 
with the Dutch burghers has justified. The 
channel squadron will not sail into the Medi- 
terranean on account of any German rela- 
tions. England and Germany are on most 
cordial terms and the Emperor’s visit next 
month is a plain indication that for practical 
reasons he is reconciled to the policy which 
enables the British government to recon- 
struct the Dutch republics and bring them 
under the crown authority. : 


American Interests Protected. 

Englahd and Germany are acting to- 
| gether in the Samoan negotiations, but not 
to the disadvantage of America. Indeed, 
German policy is now directed toward the 
establishment of most cordial relations with 
America, as well as England. Ex-President 
Harrison, who with his wife dined last night 
at the House of Commons with Arthur J. 
Balfour to meet the leadersof English public 
life, would be a good witness on this point, 
for he was entertained by the Emperor at 
Potsdam and by the German Chanceltor in 
Berlin. 

French Deal with Russia.

Paris, Oct. 23.— The official announcement 
that the French government has approved 
the vote of 10,000,000 francs for Indo-China, 
for the creation of a corps of sat cavalry 
and the construction of submarfne cables 
uniting French and. Russian lines in the 
far East, removes the last doubt skeptics 
may have had of the coalition and joint ac- 
tion of France and Russia in China. A dis- 
patch from Berlin tonight says that the 
political line of conduct of the two countries, 
as already cabled, is an accepted fact in 
Europe. Russia is prepared to take China 
and Afghanistan, allowing France due profit 
for aiding by analliance. 

| Expectsa Crisis. 

ashington, D. C., Oct. 23.—[Special.]—

structed all its diplomatic and consular offi- 
cers throughout the world to send dally re- 
ports on the international situation as it 
developes. The War department sent simi- 
lar word to the military attachés in Euro- 
pean countries, and the Navy department 
communicated the- same instruction to the 
naval attachés abroad.

The indication is that not only will an 
offer of mediation in the south African war 
be made by Germany, France, Russia, Italy, 
Austria, Belgium, and Holland, but on the 
rejection by Great Britain of such offer an 
“identical note” of interrogation will be 
sent by these countries to Great Britain.

Will Be Tried Under Civil Service Law 
on Charges Preferred by City 
sy Engineer Ericson. 


Frank J. Ryan, superintendent of the Wa- 
ter Pipe Extension department, was sus- 
pended yesterday under charges filed by 
‘City Engineer Ericson. His trial will be 
had later before the Civil Service commis- 
sion. The charges are: , 

"Disobedience of orders. 

Tncoinpetency and inattention to duty. 

Soliciting and receiving contributions from city 
employés, contrary to the law and the rules of the 
d partment. 

‘The last charge is incidental, although 
Ryan and his friends made the claim that 
it was the main thing in issue and attempted 
to give out the !mpression thit all the trouble 
grew out of race and religious differences. 
The main charges, however, are the first 
two, and City Engineer Ericson says he is 
prepared to substantiate them. 

The case is important, as it is the first 
inetance of an attempt to use the civil service 
law ‘to better the work done for the city. Mr. 
Ericson filed the charges on his own respon- 
stbility, without consulting either the Mayor 
or Commissioner McGann. He gives as his 


reason that it is impossible to do good work 


in the water pipe extension department as 
long as Ryan is at the head of it. As he put 
it last evening: 

“Either Ryan must go or I must get out 
myself. I cannot do my work with such a 
man at the head of such an important de- 


partment.’’ 
Byan’s Main Duty. 

Ryan is backed by the Democratic ma- 
chine. His main duty has been to supply 
the men engaged in water pipe extension 
work and the most important charge made 
is that in order to oblige the politicians 
he has put men at work who were physical 
ly incapacitated. The first thing Ryan did 
after his suspension was te seek the Mayor 
to secure his aid. He failed to see him, 
however, and then went out to find Ol! In- 
spector Burke, City Clerk Loeffler, and 
other leading Democrats. 

The charges of disobedience of orders, in- 
competency, and inattention to duty are 
based on thé claim that Ryan has attempt- 
ed to run his office entirely to help out the 
politicians, with the result of furnishing 
the City Engineer with employés with whom 
he. found it impossible to do the work ex- 
cept at excessive cost.

What is considered an important clew con- 
nected with the Northwestern mail train 
holdup neat Maple Park came into the pos- 
session of Special Agent Riley of the Chi- 
cago and Northwestern railroad yesterday.

DEFENDS THE LUZON FRIARS. 


Archbishop Chappelle Replies to the 
Criticism Said to Have Been Made 
| by General Funston. 


Washington, D. C., Oct. 23.—Archbishop 
Chappelle of New Orleans, apostolic delegate 
to Cuba. Porto Rico, and the Philippines, 
today issued the following: 

In answer to General Funston’s state- 
ment made in an address to the students 
of Stanford University, that ‘if Congress 
would drive out the friars and confiscate 
every inch of church property in the island, 
the bottom would drop out of the insurrec- 
tion within one week,’ I deem it proper to 
make the following public statement: 

Knowing what I do from most reliable 
authority ot General Funston's broad- 
mindedness and sense of fairness, I do not 
believe that he has been quoted correctly. 
He may have stated that the insurgents de- 
mand this as a condition of peace; but that 
he gave these as his own sentiments I cannot 
credit. From my own experience I know 
how easily it is to be misquoted. All I can 
say is, if General Funston did make this 
statement he manifested a dense ignorance 
of the work done by the religious orders 
in this archipelago. On the face of it, how- 
ever, it shows quite plainly that it did not 
come from one as well posted as General 
Funston should be on affairs in Luzon. He 
is quoted as saying: The inhabitants of 


‘Luzon are completely under the church.’ 


Now, I would ask how can this be possible 
when every priest (with the exception of a 
few natives) in the Island of Luzon, outside 


of the walled City of Manilla, is a prisoner 


of the insurgents? 

For the last eighteen months this state 
of affairs has existed and during all this 
period more than 350 friars have been under- 
going unheard of torture in insurgent 
dungeons. This being a fact, it is hard for 
me to see how the islands can be ‘ under 
It looks to me as though just 
the opposite were the case. 

“That the insurgents have asked as ohe 
of their terms of peace the expulsion of the 
friars and the confiscation to the insurgents 
of all the church property is a fact well 
known; but we are told by the government 
officials (and I know it to be a fact from 
other reliable sources) that the insurgents 
represent only one tribe out of the eighty- 
five tribes peopling the archipelago, so the 
sentiments voiced by the insurgents about 
the friars and church property cannot be 
taken as the sentiments of the great hody 
of the oot eg no more than they can be 
taken as the sentiments of the natives 
towards our people and government. 


{ . Uplifted by the Friars. 

“Whatever the natives are or have they 
owe to the friars. By them they were 
lifted out of savagery and brought under 
the refining influences of Christianity. By 
them they were educated, not only in the 
schools, but in the fields and the workshops. 
They were taught by them the industries 
which are now the source of their prosperi- 


ty. Mr. Peyton, the agent of the Episcopal 


Foreign Mission association, tells us that 
‘the natives are the most moral and relig- 
fous people on the face of the globe.’ Now, 
the men who taught them to be so cannot 
be such men as some narrow-minded peo- 
pig would try and have us believe. The Rev. 
Abeel, a Scotch Protestant missionary, 
also testifies that ‘nearly the whole popu- 
lation of the Philippine archipelago has 
been converted to the Catholic faith by the 
Spanish monks, and a wonderful improve- 
ment in their social condition has been the 
result.“ He then goes on to show that if 
any one doubts this improvement, it can 
easily be made manifest by comparing the 
Christian native with hig southern neigh- 
of the same blood —the fanatical Moro.

Alexander Hume Ford, in afi article in 
McClure’s for November on “ The Chinese 
Eastern Railway,” deals entertainingly with 
the history of this remarkable engineering 
enterprise and espedally with the important 
aid in its rapid construction rendered by 
American tools and machinery. On this lat- 
ter point he says: { 

,'' The Chinese Eastern railway has a pecu- 
liar and special interest for America. If it 
is building with a rapidity never before ap- 
proached in railroad construction, the fact 
is largely due to American ingenutty, trust- 
worthiness, and energy, for the tools, ma- 
chinery, and materials with which the work 
is dohe are largely of Amerécan production: 
and the promptitude and skill with which 
these have been supplied, despite the great 
uistance separating the United States and 
Manchuria, are not the least of the many 
wonders that have marked the whole enter- 
prise. Naturally, we did not secure 80 emi- 
nent @ part in the work without effort on our 
own part; and the story of how our ability 
to serve them was first brought éonvincingly 
to the attention of the builders of the line is 
nothing less than romantic. | 1 


Sergey Friede’s Enterprise. 

As the transsiberian line drew nearer to 
the Pacific, Mr. Sergey Friede, a member 
of che Engineers’ club of New York City, be- 
came convinced that, if the matter were 
properly managed, a market for Américan 
railway machinery and materials could be 
found in eastern Siberia and Manchuria. 
Being thoroughly conversant with aflairs 
in nerthern Asia, and also familiar with the 
Russian language, he decided to try to effect 
such a relation in those localities himself. 
In the spring of 1897, therefore, he set out 


‘for Viadivosiok. On arriving there, how- 


ever, he found that the engineers would not 
listen to what they regarded as his fabulous 
tales of American supremacy in the manu- 
facture of tools and machinery, and the chief 
engineer was off in the wilds of Manchuria, 
somewhere on the Sungari River. The coun- 
try was at that time unexplored by any 
white man, and engineers were setting out 
for the Sungari River to find and survey a 
route through Manchuria to the Siberian 
frontier. There were no means of folluwing 
‘thom, so Mr. Friede determined to go to 
Newchwang and proceed northward in the 
hope of meeting th On reaching New- 
chwang, he fitted out à cavalcade at hisown 
expense, and then set off with his compass 
and instruments, to cross a section of the 
country never before entered by a white 
man. 
Perils of the Trip. i 
“The greatest and strangest difficulties 
were encountered. Although Mr. Friede 
carried a passport viséd by the Viceroy him- 
self in Peking, a formidable4ooking docu- 
ment of brilliant red, fully three feet long, 
he found the local officials extremely sus- 
picious and fearful of him, and often in the 
Villages and towns he came to it wae diffi- 
cult to get accommodations for himgelf and 


‘his 
“Properly speaking, there were no roads, 


only rude, uncertain trails. As a rule, it 
was little use to ask for information about 
the way. Occasionally, if a proper bargain 
was struck, some marvelous adventurer, 
who had actually traveled twenty miles 
from home, would hazard some uncertain 
directions as far as to the next village. In 
the latter part of the journey there arose 
much anxiety regarding highwaymen, who 
were reported to abound and operate rather 
boldly in those parts. And once, when his 
cash wagon got away from him, Mr. Friede 
thought he had really fallen into their 
hands, but the thief proved to be the man 
who was driving the wagon, it was soon 
recovered. 

“In spite of all obstacles and h 
the party got through, and one day, at a 
point near the Sungari, a body of Russian 
engineers, intent on their surveying instru- 
ments, were astonished at hearing some one 
call out in excellent Russian, ‘Is this En- 
ginéer Iugowitch’s surveying party? They 
were dumfounded at the sight of a stranger, 
and a white man, emerging from the forest 
and could not believe that Mr. Friede had 
crossed the country they -were about to 
penetrate. A friendship was at once struck 
up and the engineers proved more than 
willing to listen to arguments in favor of 
machinery and railway supplies that could 
reach them in weeksinstead of months. Mr. 
Friede soon after began his homeward trip 
to inform American manufacturers that 
Siberia and Manchuria were open to them. 


American Tools Beat All. 

* With the arrival of the first invoice of 
American tools a new era began in railway 
construction in the far East. It was found 
that the American pickaxes, hammers, and 
shovels were of better quality than those of 
European make, and were capable of heavier 
work. New orders for American material 
on a larger scale were given, and before the 
close of navigation in November, 1898, Amer- 
ican rails, locomotives, handcars, and even 
cross-ties were delivered in central Man- 
churia, while at Viadivostock and Port Ar- 
thur supplies from America were arriving by 
the shipload. It was realized America could 
not only deliver better goods at a lower 
price than European countries but deliver 
them in half the time. England, Belgium, 
and Germany were practically driven from 
the field in the first round. Orders were 
placed not only for construction tools and 
material but for American locomotives and 
equipment. | 

All winter long belated material was sent 
from point to point over the ice on_sledges, 
and early this spring the great final super- 
to complete the road com- 
menced. Now, thoroughly equipped with 
American tools and every labor-saving de- 
vice, the advance was rapid; but the Amer- 
icanizing process caused one difficulty, the 
first of its kind ever known in Siberia or 
Manchuria—a strike. Tens of thousands of 
coolies were at work along the line of road 
this spring when the American rock drill 
was introduced by Mr. Friede. The Manchus 
dropped their chisels, ceased chipping rock, 
and watched the drills thumping away hour 
after hour, apparently without motive pow- 
er, drilling deep into the rock; they saw 
dynamite used, a sheet of flame burst forth, 
and the rock fly in great fragments—then 
they struck. Such performances were 
against all their traditions, 
could induce them to return to work. Even 


the Russian laborers caught the contagion, 


and joined the strike. The entire line was 
locked up and inactive for three days. How- 
ever, the did not go out with the 
strikers, and an adjustment was finally 
made, and the coolies returned to their la- 
bors. Now they enjoy nothing more than 
watching the drills picking away at the 
rocks, firmly believing that they work solely 
by the power of the white man’s devil.“

PARTY MANAGERS WILL TELL THEM 
NOT TO PRECIPITATE FIGHT.

Nearly All the Leading Organization 
Republicans Present at a Meeting— 
Unanimous in Thinking It Teo Early 
to Make a Declaration on the Ques- 
tion of Candidate for Governor 
Committee Vacancies Filled—Sen- 
ator — Goes to Washington.

Within a few days the Republican ward 
organizations will be advised not to force 
a fight on the question of a candidate for 
Governor when — 4 hold their annual 

eetin next mont 
was decided upon practically 
at a meeting of the party managers yester- 
day. They discussed the situation behind 
closed doors, and while no formal action 
was taken the ward Captains will receive 
information as to the wishes of the leaders. 

All the big organization Republicans ex- 
cept Henry L. Hertz and James Pease were 
at the meetings of the Managing and Coun- 
ty Central committees. Only members were 
admitted to the sessions, and everybody 
assumed an air of secrecy as to what was 
said, but it can be stated upon the authority 
of several committeemen that the deter- 
mination of certain ward clubs to go on rec- 
ord against renominating Governor Tan- 
ner and thus precipitate a fight was what 
brought the managers together. Three un- 
settled ward contests and the need of get- 
ting money due from delinquent clubs für- 
nished an excuse for calling a meeting of the 
full committee, enabling the Managing or 
Executive committee to meet without at- 
tracting too much attention. 

For more than an hour this committee 
discussed the situation in so far as it per- 
tains to the ward and precinct organiza- 
tions. Those participating were:

Unanimous for Postponing Action. 

It is understood that the committee was 
unanimous in opposition to any action for 
two months, or none on the question of 
candidates for Governor. If John M. Smyth 
would consent, it is said, the organization 
would line up solidly to give him the nomi- 
nation. There were broad intimations that 


in the hope that developments may induce 
Mr. Smyth to become a candidate. There 
was more talk of him among the assembled 
ward leaders than ever before. 


Discover More Anti-Tanner Sentiment. 

It has been discovered that the anti-Tan- 
ner sentiment is much stronger in the party 
organization than was supposed. This fact 
has alarmed some of the leaders who are 
friendly to the Governor and have constit- 
uents holding places under him. They fear 
that it might disrupt their machine to come 
out in the open now. 

It is claimed, too, that if the organization 
held back Governor Tanner and his friends 
will discover in due time that he cannot 
get enough support in Cook County to do him 
any good, and will retire from the race. 

Vio do not want to make a fight on Tan- 
ner,“ said one of the Executive committee- 
men, unless he forces us to doit. We hope 


To show our hand now would give him an 
opportunity to come into Chicago and take 
his chances with other candidates. That is 
just what we seek to avoid. Nobody wants 
to be waging a free-for-all fight for seven or 
eight months in this city. Such a thing would 
break up the organization. At the right 
time Cook County will declare itself.“ 
Somebody had raised the point that the 
terms of club officers were for two years, the 
same as central committeemen.

This was on account the demand 
for ore carriers and the strikes on the Lake 
Erie docks sending bust to the 
railroads. While the figures show a smaller 
amount of lake business at Chicago, the 
earnings of the vessel-owners were greater 
than in many seasons. :

The business — — thts 
year amounted to two-fifths of the amount 
of the business at Chicago. The improve- 
ments in docks and the advantage in depth 
of water in the Calumet have had much to 
do with drawing business to that point. 

In the way of profits the vessel-owners 
have much on which to congratulate them- 
selves this season. This is shown by the 
rates paid. It was three and one-half cents 
a bushel from Chicago River elevators to 
Buffalo. The rate last season was only one 
cent. The rates on iron ore and on lum- 
ber have doubled. For carrying iron from 
Lake Superior points to Ohio ports the 
rate was do cents last year, while this 
year the rate for the same haul went as 
high as $2 a ton. Next season’s contract 
rate is $1.25 a ton. 


Coal Supply Short. 
_ It has been difficult to obtain boats to carry 
coal from Lake Erie ports to Chicago and 


coal dealers say this is the most important 


reason for the high price of coal They say 
the supply of coal in Chicago is 806,000 tons 
short. 

The railroads obtained so much of the grain 
business this year many vesselmen predict 
the days of grain carrying on the lakes will 
decline from this time. The railroads, they 
say, will hereafter do most of this hauling 
and will run the grain direct to Atlantic 
ports. 

The present year was marked by a greater 
business in carrying passengers on lake 
boats than any other year. All of them 
did an enormous business and next year 
many of the freight-carrying boats will have 
cabins for passengers to meet the in 
traffic. 

Marine underwriters have made considera- 
ble money on grain this season. They have 
had no serious losses on cargoes and are 
now making $1,000 a week in excess insur- 
ance on grain aboard vessels 
standard rating.
